‘On the way back to the car- 
rier,” Thach continued in the 
interview, “I heard that anoth- 
er snooper had been reported.

Jathan takes a Sunday after- 
noon off he usually goes driving around Wash- 
ington in his bright red Pontiac convertible. His 
particular delight is to spot some big slow truck 
hogging the road and, pulling alongside it, yell, 
“Get off the road, you big bum" or oaths co that 
effect. When the truck driver leans out to develop 
the argument Nathan thrusts forward his massive 
head and puts on his blackest scowl. The truck 
driver looks into an awesome collection of fea- 
tures: great prognathous jaw, mountainous nose, 
bulging brow—clearly che face of a prizefighter, 
probably Primo Carnera. The truck driver quails. 
Nathan folds one of his hairy, hamlike hands 
around thespecial knob which he installed on his 
steering wheel for purposes of making sharp 
turns, and darts off in search of other game.

“Facheads! Deadwood! Morons!"’ The executives 
who happen to be in charge of that particular 
bottleneck are sometimes taken aback but, like 
the truck drivers, they know better than co chal- 
lenge Nathan. In their case, a healthy respect is 
inspired not by his prizefighter face but by the 
clear, figure-filled mind that lies behind it. This 
Carnera is a brain trust. 

Bob Nathan at 33 is chief of the Planning Board 
of the War Production Board. He got the title 
only two months ago, from Donald Nelson, but 
it is substantially his plan which the WPB has 
been following ever since it had a plan worth 
talking about. 

Nathan was one of the earliest, ablest and loud- 
est advocates of all-out production. In the lace 
spring of 1940, before there was even an’ Advis- 
ory Commission”’ on defense production, Nathan 
was already rounding up his economist friends at 
evening meetings to tell them how the produc- 
tion program was being bungled. At that time he

was chief of the National Income division of the Departme..tof Com- 

merce, with a reputation as one of the most brilliant young ccono- 

mists in che Government. By July 1940, he had worked himself up to 
such a pitch of indignation at the inadequacy of the defense effort 
that he left his job and got himself attached to what was then the 

National Defense Advisory Commission 

Nathan's special task was to work with the Army purchasing or- 
ganization, getting it to place larger orders for war matériel. Backed 
up by the Defense Commission, he soon got the sights raised. A 
tougher job was convincing the Commission itself that the defense 
program would soon run up against a shortage of steel. Nathan and 
his group were just beginning to make headway when the Gano Duna 
report of February 1941 painted such a rosy piccure of steel capacity 
thac expansion was delayed for six months. 

All during the first half of 1941, when the ‘'business-as-usual" phi- 
losophy held sway in the defense program, Nathan worked quietly by 
feeding production figures to key men in Washington. Leon Hender- 
son was already his ally and soon both Donald Nelson and Bill Bate 
were ranked among the expansionists. It was not until summer, how- 
ever, that the expansionists found a way to put their program across. 

~ Senator Byrd had made a speech about the failure of the production 
effort and President Roosevelt called on the OPM for figures to prove 

Byrd wrong. One of the expansionists got co the President with fig- 

ures proving that if Byrd was wrong it was because he had not painted 

the picture as black as it really was. The figures were Nathan's. 

The upshot of this incident was the appointment of Nathan to sur- 
vey the whole production program and set new goals. Nathan fin- 
ished his schedule, called the “Victory Program,” about the middle 
of November. After Pearl Harbor the schedule was adopted, with 
minor revisions upward, as the official program.

Bue planning is 
first, though!"" out of my husband.”” only parc, and not the most important part, of Nathan's work, His 
greatest usefulness is as a “needle.” He gocs prowling through a 
great bureaucratic organization, looking for sour spots and needling 
the individuals responsible. For instance he may find, as he recently 
did, that the refrigerator manufacturers had been given several 
months leeway to keep on making electric refrigerators. To Nathan 
this means not only waste of steel but waste of production facili- 
ties which might be turning out searchlights and gun mounts. The 
Nathan needle was applied and presently the refrigerator industry 
got three months less in which to wind up production. 

The profession of needler is not new but it has acquired new im- 
portance. Any bureaucracy tends to be unwieldy, inefficient, slow. As 
the U. S. war bureaucracy engulfs all industry, needling may prove 
to be the only way to keep it running at high speed.

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operated a paper route in Dayton, Ohio. He went on to deal in pret- 
zels, flags and sandwiches, making large killings on circus days. At 16 
he operated a newspaper distribution branch with 30 newsboys, and 
at 18 he ran a haberdashery with three clerks. He worked his way 
through the University of Pennsylvania by selling silk stockings and 
telephone memo pads, managing an orangeade stand, as well as work- 
ing in the post office at Christmastime and in a factory at night. On 
the side he carried on a profitable tutoring practice, from which he 
cleared as much as $300 during final examination weeks 

Since getting his M. A. from the University of Pennsylvania in 1933, 
Nathan hasspenchis entire carccrin government service, He had done 
work on unemployment surveys at the university and went to Wash- 
ington to help make che first oficial national-income studics for the 
Department of Commerce. Later he worked on unemployment statis- 
tics, furnishing the figures for Harry Hopkins’ book, Spending To Save. 

As it muse to all New Deal economists, the day came when Nathan 
was accused of being a Communist. He is nothing of the sore but in 
1939 the Dies Committee found his name along with those of 562 other 
Government employes on the mailing list of the American League for 
Peace and Democracy. Nathan, in fact, had nothing to do with the 
league and did not know how his name goron che mailing list but he 
admits with his customary frankness that “the literature was pretty 
good.” In memory of this episode his fellow workers presented him 
with a plaque on which a hammer and sickle were crossed above the 
inscription: ‘To Comrade Robert R. Nathan, from his fellow travelers 
in recognition of great statistical feats performed in the interests of 
the first international income.” 

In the line of work, Nathan stepped on some notable toes. Hopkins 
had used some of his figures in a WPA report in 1937. Aca meeting of 
the National Emergency Council, Daniel C. Roper, then Secretary of 
Commerce, criticized Nathan's estimates as “'guesswork."’ The Presi- 
dent asked what agency Nathan worked for, was handed a slip of 
paper by a clerk and choreled: “Yours, Dai 

According to the formula of success which has long flourished in 
Washington, an episode like this should have doomed the carcer of 
the unfortunate underling. The formula runs somewhat like this: 
“Don't stick your neck out. Do your jobexactly the way it has always 
been done. Don't have ideas. Don't do anything new because you 
might do it wrong.” The wisdom of this formula was held to be 
proved by the cipherous stacesmen who had risen to high office by 
keeping their necks pulled in, 

The technique is no longer surefire. Some bright new men came 
along who found they could get ahead by deliberately flouting every 
rule of che old formula. They have a new formula: “’Stick your neck 
out. Squawk. Stick pins in people.” The most eminent example of 
this new strategy is Leon Henderson, who squawked so loud and so 
well that he is now Price Administrator. Bob Nathan, whose per- 
sonality bears a marked resemblance to Henderson's, is the most suc- 
cessful younger practitioner of the same technique. 

Considering the nature of his work as a needler, it might be sup- 
posed that Nathan would be wildly unpopular. The face that he is, 
on the contrary, extremely well liked, is a tribute co the patriotism 
of the war-production executives, most of whom don’t even mind 
being needled by an “upstart economist" if it helps the war effort. 
Even more, it is testimony to Nathan's engaging personality. He is as

difficult to dislike as a friendly, intelligent Saint Bernard. “Bob 
knows everybody in Washington,” one associate says, “and they all 
like him. If the town had a mayor, Bob could be elected any year.”* 
Fortunately for the war effort, Nathan is bored by politics. 

Nathan shares a three-room apartment with an aviation lawyer 
named Ted Seamon. A meticulous housekeeper, he picked out all the 
furniture, even slip covers. The ex-chief of the National Income di- 
vision keeps his own houschold accounts, splitting expenses 50-50 
with Scamon except for liquor, of which they keep separate hoards. 
Nathan's is for guests, since he prefers milk. 

Whatever portion of his $8,000 salary Nathan saves by his careful 
accounts he spends on his friends and their offspring. Each Christmas 
morning he fills his automobile with presents and drives around town, 
distributing them to children of his acquaintance. Nathan cares litele 
for money and likes to quote his father, an Austrian emigrant who 
had studied to bea rabbi but becamea fruit vendor. The elder Nathan, 
“a swell guy witha swell philosophy,” used to say: "Thank goodness 
for what you have.” 

Nathan's social life is at present reduced to almost nil by the pres- 
sure of work. Since the WPB is fairly awash with board chairmen and 
presidents of large corporations, he gets frequent invitations to 
wealthy homes for weekends. He spent one recent weekend at the 
Whitney estate on Long Island, playing touch football, but for the 
most part he declines such invitations. When he goes to a party ic is 
usually with Frances E. Vaughan, an attractive young lady who is an 
administrative assistanc in the Quartermaster Corps of the War De- 
partment. At parties he invariably makes a hit with women, who 
consider him the "great-big-lovable-bear’” type, but he has a tend- 
ency to start yawning about 10:30 and go home before midnight. 

Nathan's true love is deep-sea fishing. When he gets a vacation he 
heads for Key West, where he knows the entire population, and in- 
structs the local captains where to catch fish. His prize trophy, the 
jaw of a 300-Ib. shark, adorns his office. His secretaries don’t like 
the smell on a damp day. 

No matter how hard he works, Nathan always has surplus energy. 
He likes to rough up his friends, pull out their neckties, wrestle chem 
around his office. At the Department of Commerce he used to keep 
boxing gloves in the office and try to induce visitors to spar a few 
rounds with him. Looking back to college, where he did some fair 
boxing and wrestling, he cherishes the idea that he might have been 
terrific if he had had the “instinct to kill” and his present physique. 

Nathan has a twin brother, Larry, now a buyer for a Boston store. 
Until they were 18 the twins looked alike, weighing about 135 1b. 
cach and standing 5 fe. 9 in. tall. Soon after that Larry stopped grow- 
ing but Bob kepc on until roday he weighs z1olb. and stands 6 ft. 1 in.

While our country fights for its life, some Americans sow lies and hate inside our lines. They abuse free 
speech and spread Hitler's propaganda. But they are easy to handle once their communities are aroused 


in March 27, Attorney General Francis Bid- 

dle ordered the first prosecutions for sedition 
against American citizens in this war. He di- 
rected that George W, Christians of Chattanoo- 
ga, founder of a Fascist organization called the 
Crusader White Shirts, and Rudolph Fahl, a form- 
er Denver high-school instructor, be arrested on 
charges of attempting to influence men in the 
U.S. Army by disloyal and seditious statements. 
Specifically, Christians was accused of sending to 
officers at Camp Forrest, Tenn. a communication 
containing such questions as these: “What are 
we fighting for? Do we dic for dollar domina- 
tion . . 2 Do Germany, Italy and Japan have the 
right to fight for freedom from our economic 
strangulation?” Fahl was charged with telling 
officers at Lowry Field, Colo. that they were not 
fighting for democracy, and that they were 
“Suckers’ to be in the Arm: 

The Department of Justice in the last fortnight 
has shown other signs that it is getting tough. 
Mr. Biddle on March 25 announced a plan to 
cake American citizenship away from natural- 
ized foreigners who have been members of such 
disloyal organizations as the German-American 
Bund. He acknowledged that the written word 
in this war was more dangerous than in World 
War Land that, in consequence, a seditious utter- 
ance may have to be considered the equivalent of 
a seditious ac 

“Sedition,” according to Webster's dictionary, 
“is conduct which tends to treason, but which 
falls shore of it for want of an overt act." In the 
U. S., with its Constitutional guarantees of free 
speech and a free press, the problem of combating 
wartime sedition has always been a difficult one. 
During the Civil War, President Lincoln “‘sus- 
pended” civil rights and arrested scores of sedi- 
tious politicians and propagandists. In che first 
World War the charge of seditious utterances was 
made in hundreds of cases under the Espionage 
Act of 1917, wherever it could be said that such 
utterances interfered with war activities. Many 
of these cases were admittedly harsh and unfair, 
and a tradition has grown up among liberals that 
the Wilson government misused its war powers 
and was much coblame forsuppressing freespeech. 

Mr. Biddle, the Attorney General in this war, 
is determined that no such charge shall be made 
against his regime. He sincerely believes that 
“men should never under our law be prosecuted 
for their opinions, however they may disturb the 
beliefs we cherish, or oppose the moral assump- 
tions that most of us share.” He began the war 
with a comparatively mild policy. When two lo- 
cal U.S, Attorneys made arrests for sedition in De- 
cember, he ordered them to let their prisoners go 
free. Now, with the U.S. inits fifth month of war, 
there are signs that he is stiffening his attitude. 

The fact 1s that subversive doctrines are wide- 
spread in the United States today. They are doc- 
trines of hate and lies against America, its lead- 
ers, its wat aims, its allies and its democratic way 
of life. The men and women who spread these doc 
trines are simply echoing Nazi short-wave broad- 
casts from Berlin, They want the same thing that 
all our enemies want—to knock America out of 
thewar orend our fight against world aggression. 
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UFE believes that @ good deal of bunk hos been written 
‘ond printed recently about the morale of the American 
people. The morale of tne American people, os © whole, 
‘and tough. It is in @ mood for vigorous action. But 
there are always a certain number of yapping dissidents 
‘about the feet of « great nation morching fo wor. LIFE's 
editors and correspondents, with the aid of trained in- 
vestigotors, have prepared this article, not to frighten 
‘Americans with bugoboos but to make them mad enough 
to see to it thot their officials take the necessory action. 


One of their doctrines is anti-Semitism, which 
has always oeen Hitler's favorite weapon. Their 
grotesque attacks and slanders against Jews are 
part of a deliberate propaganda strategy to stir 
hate and suspicion and discord that the Nazis 
have used again and again in Europ: 

If these propagandists were German, Japanese, 
Italian, or any other kind of alien, it would be 
easier to deal with them by law. But they are 
American citizens, enjoving the right of free 
speech. LIFE also has the right of free speech, 
and in this article LIFE proposes to name names 
and describe some of the activities that are going 
on behind our lines. 


Southern California 


Letus begin with the Los Angeles arca of South- 
ern California, which is in a military zone, and 
has already been shelled by the Japanese enemy 
On Thursday evening, Dec. 11—four days after 
the U. S. was plunged into war by the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor—a public meeting was 
held in che Embassy Auditorium in Los Angeles 
About 200 people were present, The self-styled 
chief of the National Coppetheads, one Ellis O. 


Jones, made a speech. ‘The Japanese have a right 


to Hawaii,” heshouted. "There are more of them 
there than there are Americans. ...1 would 
rather be in the war on the side of Germany than 
on the side of the British.” The main address 
came from a slick-haired, ranting orator named 
Robert Noble. 

“Our country has nor been attacked,” he cried. 
“Japan has done a good job in the Pacific. . . . 1 
believe this war is going to destroy America. 
Noble praised Adolf Hitler, who had proclaimed 
his war on the U. S. less than 24 hours before. 
While speaking of Hitler he declared his previous 
statement “'still goes." This statement was one 
which Noble made, under oath, before a legisla- 
tive committee, that “We are for Germany and 
for Hitler."” At the close of the meeting the audi- 
ence, whipped on by Noble and Jones, voted to 
“impeach” a wax-faced dummy of President 
Roosevelt. 

The same night Noble and Jones were arrested 
by the office of U. S. District Attorney William 
F. Palmer in Los Angeles, charged with sedition 
On Dec. 22 they were released on orders of the 
Department of Justice, telegraphed from Wash- 
ington, and almost immediately resumed their 
campaign of pro-Axis and anti-American agita- 
tion. Their organization. The Friends of Prog- 
ress, held weekly mectings in a downtown au- 
ditorium in Los Angeles up through March. At 


these meetings handbills have been distributed 
which begin: “Young Man, your lowest aim in 
life is to be a good soldier,” and go on to offer 
advice to anyone on “how you can individually 
(legally) keep out of the war effort." From the 
platform Noble has repeatedly expressed his ad- 
miration for the enemy—"“I.am for the Axis pow- 
ers because they are the liberators of the world” 
—and his contempt for Americans—"’MacArthur 
and his men are not heroes but fools."’ On Feb. 
11 he declared: “Germany and Mr. Quisling are 
doing a fine job of liberating the Norwegians 
from the aggressions of England,” On Feb. 23 he 
told a California legislative committee that “the 
Japanese did the proper thin under the exigen- 
cies of the time" when they bombed Pearl Har- 
bor. “The war has been won by Germany in 
Europe and ie’s all over in the Pacific and we 
might as well come home,” he added. 

This theme, a favorite on the Nazi short-wave 
broadcasts to the U. S., is stressed again and 
again at the Noble-Jones mectings. One of their 
notices for March contains this line 
ALLY we are having MORE FUN TH 
than we haveever had. The thing is ONEGRAND

this war is over (especially for America),”” 
Noble deserted from the U. $, Navy in 1917 

and was later dishonorably discharged. He has 


been connected with pension-pressure groups in 
California, has a bitter, rancorous tongue, and 
is viciously anti-Semitic. His “associate,” Ellis 
Jones, founded the National Copperheads to sup- 
port Charles A. Lindbergh. Jones has been writ- 
ing and publishing a bulletin of Copperhead Notes 
filled with sarcastic sniping at the Army and 
Navy. Finally, on March 31, warrants were issued 
for both Jones and Noble by Cal “ornia authorities 
because of a “Copperhead Note” which read, in 
part, “General MacArthur's desertion of his 
troops in the field is probably the smallest and 
cheapest Dunkirk of a long scries."* State Attor- 
ney General Earl Warren ordered them held on a 
charge of criminal libel. "“By no stretch of the im- 
agination can this be considered an exercise of the 
right of free speech," he said, Before the state 
warrants were served, Federal agents rushed in and 
againarrested Nobleand Jones onsedition charges. 

Other groups with similar aims remain in the 
Los Angeles arca, including the World Events Fo- 
rum, the National Legion of Mothers and Women 
of America, Christian American Guards and 
ain active units of the former America First Com- 
mittee. The World Events Forum is headed by 
A. M. Windhorst, who announced at one mect- 
“Roosevelt is a Jew, and so is everyone who 
ever came from Holland!" Another Forum speak- 
er boasted that he had been arrested as a German 
spy in the last war, and was cheered when he de- 
clared: “Queen Victoria's children were all bas- 
cards." One Benjamin Franklin Ballard, organizer 
of the American Guards, blurted: “The Jews and 
all who follow them will be crucified li 
soon as we real Americans get together. 

Two publications printed in Southern Cali- 
fornia are circulated widely among pro-Nazi or- 
ganizations. The Broom is a rowdy weekly pub-

the Beacon Light, from Atascadero, near Camp Roberts, California's 
largest Army Camp. Its editor, William Kullgren, uses astrological 
double-talk to put across ideas that are filled with the smell of blood. 
One of these is pogroms for the Jews of America. Another is sudden 
death for President Roosevelt, In his January issue Kullgren wrote 
“If he [the President] carries out the indications of his chart, he will 
set in motion forces that will destroy him. . . . There is grave danger 
of assassination. . . . If the people fail to act I am satisfied that di- 
vinity will act, possibly through a stroke or something similar, but 
it will be sudden. . .. Which of the two courses (death or impeach- 
ment] will take place I am not prepared to say. I prefer to paint the 
picture to show you the forces in operation and to leave the respons 
ibility with you... ." 

This is crackpot talk, of course. But in time of war, especially an 
all-out war for national existence, crackpots who spread enemy prop- 
aganda are a dangerous luxury. The Americanism Committee of the 
American Legion's 17th District, in Los Angeles, has investigated 
some of these groups and has just issued a report, which concludes: 
**All up and down the vital Southern California coastline there still 
exists a shrewdly laid network of enemy propaganda activity, eating 
away at civilian and military morale, and attracting subversive- 
minded individuals amongst whom recruits for espionage and sabo- 
tage are most readily found. While the public is apathetic, lulled by 
a false sense of security into the belief that we are a 100% united peo- 
ple, enemy propagandists grow in number and boldness. Their public 
meetings are multiplying and their inflammatory speeches are deliv- 
ered before audiences of increasing size and growing bitterness. . . . 
They must be stopped now."

their South Side Division on Feb. 24, Mrs. Agnes Waters, a profes- 
sional Mother from Washington, made the familiar demand that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt be impeached or court-martialed because of Pearl 
Harbor. “If it is not possible to do that I do not know what to do, 
but for the crime of stripping our country of its defenses in such a 
shameful manner, he ought to be killed!" she cried. One man and 
several women in the audience echoed, “Let's do it!” Mrs. Waters 
then warmed up to her subject. “There are 200,000 Communist Jews 
atthe Mexican border waiting to get into this country,’ shescreeched. 
“If they are admitted they will rape every woman and child that is 
left unprotected.”” Sugar rationing, she went on, “is just Barney 
Baruch’s Jew plot left over from the first World War to communize 
America.” Ac the end of the meeting she urged: “Go out and influ- 
ence the people. Elece Congressmen this fall who will impeach Mr. 
Roosevelt.”” 

National President of We, The Mothers is Mrs. Lyrl Van Hyning, 
a descendant of George Rogers Clark, with a son in the Air Corps and 
adaughter who is running in the Republican primaries for the Illinois 
State Senate. “Our battle really began with Pearl Harbor,” Mrs. Van 
Hyning told a LIFE reporter. Her specches stress the ‘‘privations" of 
the war. “Your automobiles are being taken from you—that means 
you are going back to peasantry,” she told a Mothers mecting on 
March 16. “Sugar rationing condemns you to servitude." The war, 
she says, was brought about by President Roosevelt and the New 
Deal—"‘wolves in shceps’ clothing of democracy.” It is being fought 
for the benefit of Great Britain— ‘our ancient enemy."* The Japan 
are a “reasonable people,” Mrs. Van Hyning told Reporter Frank 
Smothers of the Chicago Daily News, and there should be a peace con- 
ference called between the U. S., Germany and Japan now “before 
the boys are killed.” 

We, The Mothers is an arsenal of rumor and petty gossip directed 
ac the American war effort. When a LIFE reporter visited its offices 
recently one chairman, Mi ry Tappendorf, was excited over the 
plan toraise a women’s Army auxiliary for war duty. "What do they 
want with girls in che front lines?" shedemanded. 'T'll tell you—it’s 
SEX—and that’s Mrs. Eleanor’s idea, too. They teach it to the boys 
in the Army. They tell them they'll go insane without it. The Ad- 
ministration has sold out the flower of our womanhood. . . .”* 

Hatred for America’s allies in the war is fostered by another Chi- 
cago organization, the Citizens’ Committee, headed by lawyer Wil- 
liam G. Grace. Grace is a solid, red-faced Irish-American who fought 
in the last war. His Citizens Keep America Out of War Committee 
sponsored an appeasement speech by Charles A. Lindbergh at Soldier 
Field, Chicago, on Aug. 4, 1940. Now, with its name shortened, it 
holds weekly meetings which draw from 300 to 500 persons. Audi- 
ences lustily boo mention of England, Russia and President Roose- 
velt, At a meeting on March 15 a Lutheran clergyman spent three- 
quarters of an hour relaying anti-Russian propaganda of the kind 
that comes by short wave every night from Berlin. “Do you know 
that in Russia children between the ages of 1x and 15 are encouraged 
to be immoral and most of them have social diseases?”” he asked. 

Lease-Lend to America, which has a home office in Chicago and 
claims branches in Iowa, is principally active in promoting “negoti- 
ated peace” talk. Its chairman is Ralph Byers, who announced 
on Jan. 22a plan to hold “peace meetings” all over Chicago. Printed 
releases from his office propose that the U. S. and Germany reach 
a peace agreement with President De Valera of Ireland as mediator. 
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Byers’ releases contained detailed statistics on “the cost of filling a 
coffin by war methods," which he figures at $150,000. They sug- 
gest that the “‘interests which planned us into this war. . . now plan 
to continue the slaughter until ic can mean all che profits of a tril- 
Jion-dollar war effort by our nation."" 

These Chicago groups and others send speakers to the Patrick 
Henry Forum, which meets in the Lincoln Room of the La Salle Hotel. 
This Forum is the gathering place of violent Anglophobes and anti- 
Semitic crackpots in Chicago. Its chairman, an insurance broker 
named Martin J. Higgins, electrfies his audience with announce- 
ments like: “'I have just investigated the racial background of Mrs. 
Anthony Eden, wife of the British Foreign Secretary. She is JEW- 
ISH. Her name is Litvinov, alias Finkelstein! 

Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling, who organized an early Mothers group in 
1941, lives in Chicago and conducts a Patriotic Research Bureau in a 
Loop office building. She offers copies of her Red Network and The Red 
Record of the Roosevelt Family at $1.25 for the two, and boasts that she 
is the real author of The Octopus, a yellow-covered compilation of 
anti-Jewish slanders, She also publishes a mimeographed bulletin for 
a national mailing list running into the thousands. Since Pearl Har- 
bor this bulletin has been peppered with headlines and slogans like 
“TH BUTCHER ALLIES” and "HONEYCOMBED WITH 
TRAITOROUS ENEMIES OF OUR AMERICAN REPUBLIC AT 
HOME, CAN AMERICA WIN A WAR ABROAD?” In her January 
bulletin Mrs. Dilling recalled a visit she had paid to “leprosy 
cholera-famine-ridden China.” “Litele boats with dirty pieced sails, 
the only homes of their owners, struggle to get near the garbage slop 
chutes of one’s ship as soon as it docks,” she wrote. “Looking 
through binoculars at the garbage descending the chute, Albert {her 
husband, who is now suing for divorce] would call out for our amuse- 
ment, ‘There come those olives we left at dinner last night. There is 
that piece of ham I didn't eat this morning!’ We took movies of chil- 
dren and parents sicting sorting over and cating this garbage on their 
little boats.” 

On the other hand, in February, Mrs. Dilling reported that “The 
Germans were the best-fed, best-housed, most powerful, pink- ACTO RS’ FACES 
checked, waited and hopeful people in Europe while we were being 
told they were starving and ready to revolt."" She is carrying on a 
campaign to defeat all Congressmen who voted for Lease-Lend, and aie) 
to elect a Congress that will impeach Roosevelt. “This is a Jewish are extra sensitive 
war,” she told a LIFE reporter recently, ““Idon't doubt that Iwill be 
sent to a concentration camp but I WILL NOT BE SILENCED.” 

In Chicago these groups receive aid and comfort from the Chicago 
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Tribune of Colonel Robert R. McCormick. The Tribune is widely 
quoted and mention of its name is cheered at mectings of pro-Nazi 
and defeatist groups throughout the country. Like Noble in Los 
Angeles and Mrs. Waters of We, The Mothers, the Tribune has given 
currency to talk about impeaching President Roosevelt. A Tribune 
dispatch from Washington, dated March 8, sought to give an im- 
pression that public opinion in both England and the U. S. had 
reached a breaking point, and pointed out that "‘Our President is re- 
movable only by the long process of impeachment." 

Earlier he Tribune had placed the blame for the Pearl Harbor dis- 
aster flatly at Roosevelt's door, and on Feb. 9 published a ranting 
editorial declaring: “"Ie is time that those who willed the var were 
driven from their hiding places and sent to the front, where they can 
share some of the agony they created." In Congress the next day 
Representative Raymond McKeough of Ilinois read this editorial 
and declared: “I challenge Colonel McCormick's patriotism and I 
say that that language, at this time, makes him subject, at least to 
thinking people, as being guilty of treason, and I so charge him." 

The particular hero of tlie Chicago Tribune and its assorted follow- 
ing today is Representative Clare Hoffman of Michigan, who once 
proposed impeaching President Roosevelt for leading us into war "by 

,"* and on Jan. 27 called the A. E. F. in Ireland ‘‘a suicide 
Te was Hoffman who ferreted out information on a bomb- 
proof shelter which was being built for President Roosevelt and the 
White House staff, and spread on the Congressional Record a description 
of the shelter and its approximate location. This story was given 
wide prominence by the Tribune and several pro-Nazi weeklies. Hoff- 
man's specches are reprinted by thousands and distributed by the 
groups described in this article. 


Detroit 


WHO STARTED "SACRED" WAR? asked Social Justice, widely 
circulated organ of Father Charles E. Coughlin, on the front page of 
its issue for March 16. On page three readers found the Coughlin an- 
swer: Jews. “’Soon nine years will have elapsed since a worldwide 
‘sacred war’ was declared on Germany, not by the U. S., not by Great 
Britain, not by France, not by any nation; but by the race of Jews,” 
said Social Justice. Guilt for the present war belongs to the Jews who 
organized a boycott against their Nazi tormenters in 1933. Social Jus~ 
tice continued: ‘We repeat that for persecutions suffered by 600,000 
Jews in Germany the world was catapulted into a ‘sacred war’ of 
‘economic boycott. The object of the war was to destroy Germany's 
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export trade upon which her ‘very existence’ depended. Only an irra 
tional man would deny that such an economic war would inevitably 
lead to a bloody, physical war.”” 

Cold-blooded Nazi excuses for persecuting Jews are presented to 
American readers by the editor of Social Justice. “It is true,” he says, 
“that Hitler placarded their shops; ostracized many Jews from pro 
fessional ranks; instituted, in some instances, concentration camps 
for what Hitler thought to be the more dangerous Jews. But why 
did Hitler practice such extremities? All civilization knows that, 
following the first World War, wealthy Jews from America, Britain, 
France, Holland, Galicia and elsewhere moved into Germany with 
their valuable money and purchased property which was represented 
by worthless inflated German marks. Indeed, the Jews became the 
aristocrats of Germany. . . ."” 

Father Coughlin's Social Justice is today probably the most widely 
read mouthpiece of this type of Nazi propaganda in the U. 8, Its cir- 
culation is around 185,000. It is sold on street corners and church 
steps in many American cities. For several weeks after Pearl Harbor 
it steered a cautious course, exhorting its readers to buy defense 
bonds and JOIN ALL PATRIOTIC ORGANIZATIONS. But by Feb. 
g it felt secure enough to smear the A. E, F. in Ulster with this pro- 
vocative headline: UNITED STATES INVADES IRELAND. On 
March 2 it published an article on Donald M. Nelson and the Jews, 
describing a visit which the new chairman of the War Production 
Board had made to a Jewish synagog during Yom Kippur. This was 
picked up and reprinted in the anti-Semitic press. 

Father Coughlin’s photograph and name appear on the front cover 
of every issue of Social Justice, but lately he has seemed anxious to 
dodge personal responsibility for what appears in its pages. Stock of 
the company that publishes it is in the names of his aged parents and 
the editorial work is done by an employe named E. Perrin Schwartz. 
Coughlin himself has told interviewers that he has “nothing to do” 
with the paper, an obvious bit of fakery. Since he stopped broadcast- 
ing in 1940—reputedly on orders of his church superiors—he has as- 
sumed a martyrlike attitude which Social Justice describes as “fas- 
tened to a pillar, while killers apply vinegar to his corn body."" Bue 
there is still a great deal of venom and hate left in Coughlin, and 
more of it is coming out cach week in Social Justice. 

The Reverend Gerald L. K. Smith, oldtime rabble rouser for Huey 
Long's Share the Wealth Clubs and Silver Shirt organizer, also lives 
in Detroit and makes a fair living from his Fascistic organization, 
the Committee of 1,000,000. He reaches thousands by Sunday night 
broadcasts and has staged several “Patriotic Rallies" since Pearl 
Harbor. Smith claims 3,000,000 members for his organization which 
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occupies a whole floor in the Industrial Bank Building and employs 
about 30 full-time clerks. Recently Smith has given his followers a 
new rallying cry—"‘Christ First in America.” His addresses on the 
war are filled with attacks on President Roosevelt, England and Rus- 
sia. In handbills for his mectings he asks such questions as “Will red- 
blooded Americans like you and me have the courage to run the Reds 
out of Washington, lock up the racketeers, outlaw Communism and 
develop a national unity that will really win this war... 2” 

In April he began publication of a new magazine, The Cross and The 
Flag, which demanded that the U. S. Flect be brought back to Amer- 
ican shores to fight a purely defensive war. This publication is making 
a bid for leadership of all former isolationist elements in the U. S. It 
proposes thar President Roosevelt appoint Isolationist Senator Ger- 
ald Nye as Secretary of State and expresses regret that the America 
First Committee was disbanded. Its war policy is almost identical with 
that offered on March 26 by the Axis propaganda station DEBUNK, 
which masquerades as American: ““We can protect our interests here 
at home if we AT ONCE stop sending war materials abroad. We can 
be invulnerable at home." 

Both Coughlin and Smith have talked with the organizers of the 
National Workers League, a pro-Nazi outfit which is recruiting mem- 
bers in Detroit, Pontiac and other arms-making centers, The League 
is a small but extremely purposeful group that has collected leftovers 
of Detroit's old Black Legion, the Silver Shirts, Volksbund and 
Christian Mobilizers. It issues a weekly Nationalist Newsletter which 
announced on Dec. 24: "The Asiatic war picture indicates the prob- 
able total defeat of Great Britain and the U. $. A. within 60 days.” 
Another letter lists George E. Deatherage, organizer of the Knights 
of the White Camellia, as a National Committeeman of the League. 

Garland L. Alderman, secretary of the League and former America 
First chairman in Pontiac, was questioned by the Dies Committee in 
Washington in January. On Feb. 20 he returned to Detroit and told 
members of the League what had happened. Chairman Dies asked 
him what the League stood for, said Alderman, and he replied: “We 
would like co ban the Jews and emphatically burn them out 
The Jews control the White House, the President is a Jew, his wife a 
Jewess, and Jews are running Washington and the nation. What I 
said in Washington, Iam willing to state here—to get rid of the Jews 
we will have co burn and kill them off. I have a constitutional right 
to say this and I am saying it.” 

Agents of the Dies Committce also raided the home of Parker Sage, 
treasurer of the League, and found $1,200 in $100 bills, together with 
uncashed pay checks which Sage had received as a tool-and-die maker. 
His records indicated the League had spent $15,000 on propaganda 
during the last six months of 1941. 


The Midwest 


Scattered across the central area of the nation, from the Alleghenics 
to the Rocky Mountains, are other organizations, individuals and 
printing presses which are busily spreading German propaganda 
about the war, and discrediting America’s cause. The weekly news- 
paper, Publicity, published by E. J. Garner, in Wichita, Kan. is typ- 
ical. Publicity is sold at mectings of pro-Fascist organizations from 
New York to Los Angeles. Its claimed circulation is around 5,000 in 
48 States. On Dec. 11, its first issue after Pearl Harbor, it declared: 
“The Japs did Sunday just what Secretary of State Hull and his war- 
mongering pal, Lord Halifax, of London, have been longing for— 
they attacked Honolulu and the Philippines. Now the U. S. has a 
WAR on its hands. So then what?" 

Publicity's answer to this is the same as Adolf Hitler's and Father 
Coughlin's—attack the Jews. Its columns in recent weeks have been 
filled with Jew-baiting gibberish and it prints savage letters from 
readers suggesting that “there is only one way Jews or Japs could 
be assimilated; and that is for all males of those nationals, unto 
the fourth generation, to be emasculared. . .. "" Other letters attack 
“the Money-Changers and their damnable Defense Bond racket 
We are in this war because of the money-racketeers and the crooked- 
bankers and for no other reason. . . ."” Garner himself is a 78-year- 
old Iowan, begrimed with printer's ink and hate. He told a LIFE 
Every war this world has ever had was caused by the 


Also out of Wichita comes the Defender, an innocuous-looking relig- 
ious journal published by the Rev. Gerald Winrod. Winrod is one of 
several Fundamentalist preachers from the Midwest and Far West 
who were quietly taken to Germany and entertained at Nazi expense 
since Hitler came to power. His Defender, with a claimed circulation 
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of 100,000, carries many columns of propaganda intended to place all 
war guilt on the Jews. “The ugly anti-Christ agencies responsible for 
America's plight must be extricated and eliminated!" it announced 
in its March issue. 

Winrod is a big, loud, bellicose speaker who specializes in attack- 
ing “international Jew crooks." He has never held a pastorate. His 
Nazi sympathies prior to Pearl Harbor were well established and well 
known in Kansas, but since the United States entered the war he has 
toned down his public utterances. 

The same cannot be said of William Dudley Pelley, ex-boss of the 
Silver Shirts of America. For three months after Pearl Harbor, Pelley 
continued to publish his magazine the Galilean, at Noblesville, Ind., 
moving closer to sedition with every issue. In the Jan. 26 issue he 
wrote: “Instead of meeting Nippon in fair fight, we persist in follow- 
ing smug and provincial Britain. . . . Well, we shall see. With the 
Nipponese controlling our western coast, mayhap Hitler will be wel- 
comed not as an enemy, but as friend!"" In February the Post Office 
Department ordered Pelley to submit the Galilean before mailing. 
Pelley immediately rushed a gloating letter to his clientele, which 
read, in part, “The thing exercising the Washington Mobis, that the 
“Weekly News Comment’ is of such a nature that it weakens the 
morale of Americans toward fighting the war on any battlefront that 
Mr. Roosevelt designates.”” Pelley’s Feb. 23 issue, which contained 
these statements: “Japan is out for blood. It is her role to push 
the white man around—and she will not be circumscribed by the 
Orient, cither,”* was then barred from the mail. So was the March 2 
issue, which said, ‘’The entire world carnage, as it proceeds today, is 
logically being fought over the basic question of whether Luciferian 
Bolshevism shall survive or be exterminated . . . and all the ‘democ- 
racy’ paradiddle in the world will not alter that simple fact of cur- 
rent history. . . ."" Finally, on March 20, Pelley announced he was 
suspending the Galilean, at least until June 30, but would continue to 
send out circulars. “If Hitler and I happen to have arrived at similar 
conclusions in these matters [a militant nationalism, purity and 
pride of race], that makes us birds of a feather in everything,” he 
wrote to his subscribers. 

The X-Ray, published at Muncie, Ind., by Court Asher, is a low- 
grade anti-Semitic sheet and a prolific source of war rumors. In its 
issue for Feb. 14, taking a cue from a scientific discussion of war gases 
by the American Army's General William N. Porter, it printed this 
typical piece of Nazi propaganda: “Ir is evident that England, hav- 
ing failed to take the offensive while Germany is busily engaged in 
Russia, will not take the offensive in the days ahead, but will let the 
American youth go forward to die from poisonous gases on the bat- 
tleficlds of Europe (according to General Porter) while English 
royalty and bigwigs survey the situation from the chalk cliffs of 
Dover, safe themselves from the poisonous gases which, General Por- 
ter insists, will be used before the present conflict terminates. . . .” 

The X-Ray has also discovered that the V for Victory sign is a 
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lustrates perfectly che methods of Nazi propagandists and their American stooges. It isre- 
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Jewish symbol dating back co “‘the feast of Belshazzar.” Ie recently 
ran a lengthy article on the death of Lincoln, blaming it on "sinister 
Jew financiers of Europe.”” 

On Feb. 21 it attacked the American Red Cross volunteer blood- 
bank program, which is saving the lives of hundreds of wounded 
men on the battlefront, under this headline: 

BLOOD CONTAMINATION 
IS THIS “BLOOD BANK" SCHEME FOR TRANS- 
FUSIONS A JEW SCHEME TO MIX THE BLOOD 
OF THE RACES? 
Court Asher, the publisher of X-Ruy, is a half-literate ex-bootlegger 
who once served as a private airplane pilot to D. C, Stephenson, head 
of the Ku Klux Klan in Indiana. 

America in Danger! is the name of a mimeographed newsletter 
distributed from Omaha, Neb., by Charles W. (’’Poison Cup”) Hud- 
son. (Hudson once snatched a paper cup of water from a witness be- 
fore the Dies Commitee with the exclamation, “That might be 
poisoned!"") In recent weeks Hudson's letters have been filled with 
attacks on the Jews as the instigators of the war and predictions that 
by 1944 the Yellow Race “led by those who call themselv y 
will actack the White Race. Hudson apparently recognizes 
dangers of his type of propaganda, for in one issue he warned that if 
any copies of his publication were received in Army camps “I did noe 
send them," 

The United Mothers of America, located in Cleveland, is similar in 
aims and methods to the Mothers of Chicago and Los Angeles. They 
hear the same speakers and circulate the same variety of poisonous 
gossip. Ata March meeting of the Cleveland Mothers, for instance, 
a speaker from the floor declared that draftees were being "forced" 
onto boats for service overseas and were being shot for refusing to go. 
Ir was also stated thar only draftees could be made to serve in the 
A. E, F.—that ‘seasoned Army men’ refused. Certain Mothers also 
exchanged information about what regiments were sailing and when, 
These Mothers distribute the Congressional speeches of Clare Hoff- 
man and the propaganda issued by Mrs. Agnes Waters, of Washing- 
ton, which contains statements like ‘The coup that was so success- 
fully pulled at Pearl Harbor was an inside as well as an outside job 
and it was but pare of an international plot to get us into the holo~ 
caust of World Revolution,” 


New York City 


Newspapers like PM and the Post in New York have been extreme 
ly vigilanc in exposing pro-Nazi and defeatist organizations, and there 
has been less activity of this kind in New York chan in most other 
cities. But there arc a number of small New York organizations of a 
subversive nature which attempt to work quietly and avoid publicity. 
‘Among these are “splinter” remnants of the Christian Front, Christian 
Mobilizers and America First Committee, One Nazi organization that 
remained intact after Pearl Harbor is the Citizens Protective League, 
headed by Kurt Mertig. Ata meeting of this groupon March g, ina hall 
in Yorkville, speakers attacked the U.S. for being in the war and pre- 
sented arguments for Germany and Japan. Mrs. Livingston Rowe 
Schuyler, an active America Firster, spoke on Japan. “Japan is the 
only civilized nation in the Orient,” she said. "The Chinese are not 
civilized; they have no culture; they do not know what democracy is. 
If Japan had been given control of China, she would have made China 
a powerful nation and made a garden paradise out of her. Wherever 
the Japanese go they transform even barren ground into a garden.”” 
Horace Haase, who headed the Brooklyn speakers bureau for Amer- 


ica First, said: “I justify completely the protests of the Axis nations. 
The next question is, if one accepts as just these protests, may we not 
also consider as equally just the methods the Axis nations have been 
compelled to follow to rectify the injury done to them. . .2 My 
answer is, Yes!” 

Since early in March Haase has been promoting an organization 
called Americans For Peace, with offices at 116; Broadway. The 
purpose of this group is officially given as “‘the earliest possible end- 
ing of the present conflict,” and “justice for all nations—whether 
ally, neutral or enemy.” The real aim of Americans For Peace, of 
course, is to break down the united American war effort. In private 
conversation Haase has explained how this would be done. Small 
“peace” groups, led by comparative unknowns, are to be organized 
in various localities, They will carry on their work locally and not 
seck to form a national organization. They will carry different names 
and appeal to all kinds of political prejudice. Haase has used the 
Brooklyn mailing list of America First to circularize more than 400 
chapter chairmen and other leaders in this movement. 

Generally speaking, the top rank America Firsters have lived up 
to their pledge of last December to work for American victory and 
unity in the war. General Robert E. Wood, former national chair- 
man, is in an Army Ordnance position in Chicago. So is his colleague 
on the national executive committee, General Thomas Hammond. 
R. Douglas Stuart Jr., the young “founder’’ of America First, is in 
the Army and so is America First’s leader in Boston, Tudor Gardi- 
ner. Charles A. Lindbergh, America First’s national hero, has 
gone to work for Henry Ford at his Willow Run bomber plant. 
Lindbergh made one appearance among America Firsters after Pearl 
Harbor at a party given Dec. 17 by Edwin S. Webster, secretary of the 
New York chapter, He spoke on his favorite theme—the “Yellow 
Menace."” He pictured China and Japan as “really bound together 
against the White Race." He regretted that Britain and Germany 
were not fighting together against Russia and remarked, “Britain is 
the real cause of all the trouble in the world today.” He advised that 
‘America First ‘keep on the alert’ and predicted it would “‘again be 
a political force.” 

Lawrence Dennis, author of The Coming American Fascism and friend 
and associate of German Nazis, is still publishing in New York the 
Weekly Foreign Letter which is considered the intellectual guide of 
Fascist thought in the U. S. Subscriptions to this Letter are $24.a year. 
Dennis’ propaganda since Pearl Harbor has taken the line that the 
U.S. is now committed to a war of “incalculable duration," from 
which everyone in the world will benefit except Americans, The 
only possible purpose and outcome of the war, says Dennis, is “an 
international socialist Utopia.” Stalin, he writes, “sees that America 
and Britain are committed to waging his war or the war necessary 
for the triumph of communist world revolution. . . . His present 
strategy, therefore, is to let Roosevelt and Churchill fight his war all 
over the world, realizing that his main task is to keep the communist 
internationalist torch burning and limit Russia’s effort to national 
defense until the Red armies are able to occupy the ruins of western 
Europe."” This picture of Russia’s part in the war is a familiar one to 
persons who have taken the trouble to follow short-wave broadcasts 
from Berlin. Recently, German propagandists broadcast from Smo- 
lensk to Russian soldiers: “You are fighting for American and British 
capitalism," and then turned around to tell the U. S.: “If America is 
not on guard, she will soon turn altogether Bolshevist.” 

In the months just before Pearl Harbor, Dennis was in constant 
touch with the German Embassy in Washington. He entertained 
high German officials at dinner and garden parties and received from 
the Embassy confidential propaganda material, some of which re- 
ferred to President Roosevelt as a Jew. Recently Dennis sought to 
obtain a commission in the U. S. Army but was rejected when some of 
these facts became known. 

Joe McWilliams, the bully-boy of American Fascism, has shown a 
surprising white feather since Pearl Harbor. He disappeared from his 
New York haunts and has been reported in various parts of the coun- 
try, including Texas and Chicago. On Feb. 16 he addressed an enthu- 
siastic meeting of We, The Mothers in Chicago. But when his name 
was called on March 19 in a New York Magistrate's court, his at- 
torney pleaded he was out of town on business. He said McWilliams 
had invented “‘a half-rubber for women’s shoes"’ and was out “trying 
to make contacts."” 


The Christian Front, headed by Francis P. Moran, remained active 
in Boston after its virtual disappearance in New York carly in 1941. 
On Monday, Dec. 8, the day after the Pearl Harbor attack, Moran 
addressed 500 of his followers at a meeting in Hibernian Hall. He

declared that the Christian Front would “fight Japan to the bitcer 
end,’" bur not Germany. He added, ‘We believe in the America of 
Washington, not the Jewish democracy of Roosevelt." He announced 
that “‘after the war is over,” the Christian Front would insist that 
the President be impeached. He praised Argentina for remaining 
neutral. He insisted the sending of leasc-lend materials to England 
or Russia be stopped, and if they were not stopped that the Army and 
Navy should cake matters into their own hands. 
At another meeting on Dec. 22, Moran again attacked the Presi- 
dent, declaring: "This is a Roosevelt war."" He again threatened that 
after the war the Christian Front would “‘take care of Roosevelt.”” 
On Jan, 5 at a final meeting, he delivered a lengthy harangue against 
“war-mongering, chiseling Jews, Communists or New Dealers."” 
On Jan. 6, following complaints from the American-Irish Defense 
Association and other patriotic citizens, Boston police and Federal 
gents descended on Moran's headquarters. They seized 11,000 pieces 
of printed propaganda from Flanders Hall, the publishing house 
which printed the work by George Sylvester Viereck, convicted Nazi 
gent, and other material which was forwarded direct from Germany. 
Moran admitted that he had bought these on a “tip” that Flanders 
Hall was going out of business and planned to destroy its stock. After 
a talk with Police Commissioner Joseph F. Timilty about this and 
other matters, Moran announced he was disbanding the Christian 
Front for the duration of the war and offered to prove his American- 
ism by selling defense bonds. 
Whar Boston did co abate the nuisance of Moran can be done by 
ay other city in the land, All that is really required are spontaneous 
demands by local citizens and their patriotic organizations upon their 
public officials to silence these discordant voices of defeat, Already 
the Department of Justice is beginning to move nationally against 
the worst offenders but Boston's example offers an excellent oppor- 
tunity for other municipalities to deal with this local problem lo- 
cally. The defeatists and disunionists will try to take refuge behind 
the privileges of free speech. But let it be remembered that the laws 
of free speech contain no provision which permits a little group of 
spiteful men to indulge in unbridled abuse and falschood in an at 
tempt to thwart this nation from winning a victory over its enemi
